She dated the actor, 52, for 
two months until a church 
official dumped her on 
Cruise’s behalf, according 


to the documentary. “Sci- 
entologists control Tom,” 
says a source. When Bo- 
niadi confided in a friend 
about her heartbreak, 
the film alleges, she was 
forced to clean Scientology 
Centre bathrooms with a 
toothbrush. (The church 
calls the claims “absurd.”) 
“HBO asked Nazanin to be 
in the film,” says a Boniadi 
source, “but she feels it’s 
best to move on.” 

Believers close ranks 

Cruise has no room 
in his life for ex-wives 
Nicole Kidman, 47, and 
Katie Holmes, 36, who are 
considered “suppressive 
persons” for defecting 
from the church, per 
the documentary and a 
source. Instead, he sur- 
rounds himself with fellow 
Scientologists. “Tom has 
minders with him at all 
times,” says a source, “and 
he’s rarely in touch with 
family members who 
aren’t Scientologists.” 

Execs allegedly black- 
mailed John Travolta 

The documentary claims 
that when rumors cir- 
culated that Travolta, a 


Scientology follower since 
1975 , was going to leave, 
church leaders created 
a “black PR package” 
that included “damag- 
ing material” from his 
audits (taped sessions 
where members confess 
intimate life details). The 
theory makes sense to 
Sylvia “Spanky” Taylor, a 
former Travolta pal and 
Scientologist, who says in 
the movie the actor didn’t 
speak up for her when she 
had to rescue her urine- 
soaked infant from the 
church child-care center. 
(The church denies any 
blackmail or child ne- 
glect.) As Taylor muses in 
the film: “I often wonder 
what could possibly keep 
him there.” For his part, 
Travolta, who has not seen 
the film, told The Tampa 
Bay Times, “I haven’t expe- 
rienced anything the hear- 
say has [claimed].”
